Score of Firemen Hurt.

These explosions continued to occur | 
at intervals, but the fire itself, which | 
brought out the entire Jersey City | 
fire department, was declared to be

Tie fire raged for six hours in the |

no loss of life despite the showers of 
acid and dangerous fumes that 
came in the wake of the blasts.

Explosions Rock City. 

At about 9 o’clock in the morning |

This is the administration’s answer 
tv Senator Borah, who had urged that 
the new congress come in immediately 
after the present one expires and 
proceed to deal at once with tax re 
vision, agricultural relief and -ail- 
road legislation. 

The president does not regard rail- 
road legislation nor agricultural relicf 
as demanding immediate attention. 
As to tax revision, he feels that taxes 
cannot be redueed much more until 
the government expenses are reduced. 
He dves not believe thut the govern- 
ment will have the necessary info. 
mation regarding expenditures and re- 
ceipts upon which to base tax re- 
vision before the beginning of the 
next fiscal year in July. He might 
decide to call an extra session then, 
though there was no definite intima- 
tion on this goint given out at the 
white house. 

View Is Not General.

A few work- 
men remained. however, and fought 
heroically to keep the flames from 
the chemicals. The flames swept on 
relentlessly, however, and they barely 
escaped with their lives. From that 
time on, the fire was a conflagra- 
tion. 


Roof Sent Up Like Rocket. 


When the blaze hit the first un- 
derground vat, the repercussion sent 
the flames shooting nearly 200 feet 
into the air. The roof went flying 
off like a great skyrocket, burst into 
a thousand pieces and came clatter- 
ing down into the streets.

As Education W eek’ 


Georgians are called upon to ob- 
serve ‘“‘National Education Week,” 
November 17-24, in a proclamation 
issued Friday afternoon by Governor 
Clifford Walker. The chief executive, 
in the proclamation, appeals to the 
various civie and religiou&S organiza- 


tions and the people-at-large in the 
state to cooperate with the Georgia 
commission in teaching 
adults of Georgia, with the objective 
that as early as possible every Geor- 
gian may have a rudimentary educa- 
tion. 

In connection with national educa- 
tion week, the Georgia illiteracy con- 
mission has sent out letters to alt | 
the judges of superior courts, in the 
state, requesting that in their charges 
to the grand juries, the judges cown- 
mend to them the campaign to edn- 
cate adults and to cite the act of the 
1920 general assembly, authorizing 
the counties of the.state to make ap- 
propriations * for the education of 
adults. 

The judges are asked also to select 
a chairman to form a committee of 
patriotic citizens in each county to 
cooperate with the county school su- 
perintendent and school authoriti-s, 
and to ask joint action of all pubtic 
welfare organizations to reach as 
many illiterates in thé separate coun- 
ties as is possible. 

The commission has found that a 
single adult may be taught t4 read 
and write at a cost of $3, this sum 
being called a scholarship. Certifi- 
cates are issued as a token of appre- 
ciation to all persons contributing 
this amount to the cause,

Production in 1924

The world’s petroleum production inj 1924, when it produced about +,500,- 


1922 aggregated approximately 855,- 
UUU,000 barrels, and the following year 
the total passed the billion gnark. 
reaching 1,004,000,000, an increase 
of 149,000,000 over the peceding year. 
This record was due to the treinend- 
os increase in the production of the 
United States, which was 168,000,000 
over that of the preceding year. In 
fact, the increase in production in the 
United States accounted for the en- 
tire increase in the werld'’s produc- 
tion and supplied in addition 
VOU barrels to make up for the declines 
in other fields. 

During 1924, for the first time in 
19 years, there was a decline in Unit- 
ed States production, and this, fol- 
lowing the sharpest yearly increase 
recorded for this country, turned the 
sharp advance of 168,000,000 of last 
year into an estimated decline of .7, 
U0O0,000 barrels during 1y24. The in- 
fluence of this diminution of produe-
